n August, crews demolished five buildings at the future Berryessa 
| BART Station site and began environmental mitigation work, which

he demolition of existing buildings at the future Milpitas BART 
iE located at the southeast corner of Montague Expressway 

and Capitol Avenue began in September. This activity involves the 
use of heavy construction equipment to crush concrete, tear and shred 
materials, and to stockpile materials. The first phase of the demolition, 
just east of the former Union Pacific Railroad (UPRR) tracks and north 
of The Crossing at Montague apartments, will take approximately one 
month to complete. Utility work will begin at the station area following 
demolition.

As construction continues, work crews are making a daily, dili- 
gent effort to be “good neighbors” to the residents and busi- 
nesses located along the Berryessa Extension Project Corridor 
in an effort to minimize construction effects to the community.
